No. 10/15/74-C.S.Il.-— The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1975 for the purpose Of filling temporary vacancies In the 
following services/posts. are published for general infor- 
mation : 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B)— (Grade II ct the Steno- 
graphers’ sub-cadre); 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service- 
Grade II (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); 

(iii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Sendee — Grade 

II (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
—Grade TI; 

(v) Post of Stenographer in the office of the Central 
Vigilance Commission, Delhi, and 


(vi) Posts of Stenographer in other departments/organi- 
sations and Attached Office of the Government of 
India not participating in the I.F.S. (B) /Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/ Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. 

A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of the services/posts mention- 
ed above.
